Let me quote from the second oP of this 
article: ‘Senate Bill 2929 which was tiled to accomplish this purpose (e. g. to 
prohibit solicitation and inducement of patronage by advertising dentists) 
was heard by the Committee on Public Health on March 11th. The hearing 
room assigned proved inadequate to accommodate the tremendous throng 
that came to Boston from all over the State, and the hearing was held in 
the Gardiner Auditorium. More than one thousand dentists attended the 
hearing - pone 4 an impressive nope) in favor of the passage of the bill.” 
Among the speakers who came to the meeting in favor of the ae 
were: Br. H Chadwick, State Commissioner # Public Health; Dr. L. M 
S. Miner, cohen of the A. D. A. and Dean of the Harvard Dental School; 
Dr. C. E. Mongan, President of the Massachusetts Medical Society; Dr. 
A. S. Begg, Dean of Boston Univ. School of Medicine and Secretary of the 
state Medical Society; Dr. H. M. Marjerison, Dean of Tufts Dental School; 
Dr. Percy R. Howe, Prof. of Dental Science at Harvard and Director of 
Forsyth Dental yee Dr. P. J. McKenna, President of the Mass. Dental 
Society; Dr. F. M. Cahill, Chairman of the Board of Dental Examiners; and 
Miss Margaret Trac Secretary of the Boston Health League, representing 
the thirty-four health agencies of the City of Boston. 

It will be interesting to those who have worked so hard to collect 
contributions from Pennsylvania dentists to read another paragraph in this 
article. Let me quote again, ‘The legal aspects of the bill were presented 
to the Committee by former Assistant Attorney General David A. Foley of 
the firm of Taylor and Foley, counsel for the Massachusetts Dental Society.” 
It doesn't sound like very cheap legal counsel. 

Our members should realize that Pennsylvania is now one of the few 
states that does not have an adequate dental law and that we will never 
have a better opportunity to secure one than we do now. If you can in

A RESOLUTION 
WHEREAS, the Minnesota State Dental Association is interested in 


the elevation of dental journalism and has previously committed itself to 
this cause by unanimously adopting a resolution on the same in its House 
of Delegates at the annual session in February, 1935, 

And WHEREAS, the Dental Cosmos was offered as a gift to the 
Trustees of the American Dental Association in July, 1936, by its pub- 
lishers, the S. S. White Dental Manufacturing Company, and which gift 
was announced to the profession by a letter from the donors which in part 
read as follows: ‘‘In deference to the desire of the dental profession to 
control its literature, the S. S. White Dental Manufacturing Company, 
publishers, offered the Dental Cosmos as a gift to the Trustees of the 
American Dental Association at their annual meeting in July, 1936, on 
one principal condition—that the name be perpetuated as a periodical 
under professional auspices,” 

And WHEREAS, the Trustees of the American Dental Association 
did accept said gift as evidenced by the name Dental Cosmos appearing 
in conjunction with the name of the Journal of the American Dental Associa- 
tion on their cover of the January and February 1937 issues, as follows: 
“The Journal of the American Dental Association and the Dental Cosmos,” 

And WHEREAS, there appears in the masthead on the first editorial 


page of the Journal of the American Dental Association the following: 
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“In deference to the wish of the dental profession to control its literature, 
the Dental Cosmos, founded in 1859, was transferred as a gift to the 
American Dental Association, January, 1937,” 

And WHEREAS, the names “Dental Cosmos” and ‘“'S. S. White Dental 
Manufacturing Company” have been associated together on the cover of 
the Dental Cosmos for the past seventy-seven years, there therefore exists 
a distinct inseparable union of their names in the minds of the members of 
the American Dental Association—and because of this there does also 
exist an immense advertising value and commercial advantage to the 
S. S. White Dental Manufacturing Company, by the perpetuation of the 
name Dental Cosmos on the cover or elsewhere in the editorial pages of the 
Journal of the American Dental Association, 

And WHEREAS, the dental profession has been endeavoring for 
years to divorce commercialism from its professional activities and has 
endeavored for years to separate any and all control of its journalism in 
every manner and form from commercial and proprietary control, 

And WHEREAS, stipulations that require the appearance of the name 
Dental Cosmos on the Journal of the American Dental Association violate 
the spirit of the above aims and endeavors— 

THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED by the House of Delegates of the 
Minnesota State Dental Association in the City of Minneapolis on February 
23, 1937, that the Minnesota State Dental Association is opposed to 
printing the name Dental Cosmos or the names of the donors on the cover, 
or on the editorial pages, of the Journal of the American Dental Association.

The Problem of School Medical and Dental Service 


a a important and timely discussion of this problem is presented 
by D. F. Smiley in the Journal of the American Medical Association 
(108: 435- 439, ae 6, 1937). The author asks the question how the 
health of the 32 million children attending schools of elementary and 
secondary grades in this country can best be loth after or improved, and 
proposes two plans: (1) to penal the preventive medical and dental 
services for children to the schools themselves, under direction of the state 
department of health. This may tend to take away from both physicians 
and dentists their ‘stock in trade’’ and make for regimentation and 
bureaucracy; (2) all medical and dental treatment should be eliminated 
from the schools. Instead, health education and inspection should be 
stressed in the schools. This would leave annual medical examination and 
preventive inoculation in the hands of the family physician, and dental 
treatment.in the hands of the family dentist. The author is of the opinion 
that the latter plan is superior in that (a) it would be an effective means for 
utilizing the school grouping of children for improving their health; (b) it 
would supplement rather than detract from the work of the family physician 
or dentist; (c) it would not materially increase the cost to the community; 
(d) it would eliminate regimentation. 


Removal of Nicotine Stain From Fingers 


Dentists whose fingers become stained from tobacco may find solace 
in the following method for removing such stain according to a description 
in the Zahnaerztliche Rundschau (46:437, March 7, 1937). First, wash 
the stain with a one-half per cent solution of potassium permanganate. 
Then, wash and scrub with a 10% solution of oxalic acid. Repeat if 
necessary and cover with a good hand lotion. 


Lipoma of Tongue 


Lipoma of the tongue is so rare that only 44 cases are reported in the 
literature to which Ferris Smith adds another from his practice in a report in 
the Journal of the American Medical Association (108:522-523, Feb. 13, 
1937). The essential facts as presented in this paper are that a woman, 
aged 45, presented a mass the size of an orange on her tongue in 1934. 
During the nine years previous to this time she had noticed a mass the size 
of a pea which gradually grew to such an extent that she had to discard her 
dentures. In the two years that followed 1934 she was treated by a quack 
cancer specialist without relief and stayed at home expecting to die o 
cancer. ‘ Ultimately she consented to operation and the tumor was removed 
under local anesthesia. The left half of the tongue was used to repair the 
loss on the right side. The resulting foreshortening seemed neither to 
interfere with speech nor function. ; 
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It is believed that lipoma of the tongue begins from small masses of fat 
in the genio-glossus muscle or that the tumor results from oe - 
connective tissue separating the muscle bundles. It occurs mostly near the 
edge of the tongue, sometimes at the base, and rarely at the tip. The tumor 
may vary in size from about a grain of rice to an orange, such as the case 
reported above. It may be round, ovoid, or lobulated and is rarely multiple. 
The tumor is generally covered with smooth, thin, transparent mucosa, 
devoid of papillae, and is rose or straw colored. It is usually soft and 
presents pseudofluctuation. The tumor grows slowly and is considered 
benign. It may become ulcerated. Complete removal is without danger 
and produces a satisfactory cure. 


Studies of the Apices of the Teeth 


One of the most complete studies of the bacteriology of tooth apices 
—tboth vital and pulpless—is presented by Lester W. Burket in the Yale 
Journal of Biology and Medicine (9:271-286, Jan. 1937 and 9:347-358, 
Mar. 1937). From an oral focal infection standpoint this is a timely and 
valuable contribution. 

The method used by Burket was to remove a block of the maxilla or 
mandible, including several teeth, shortly after death. The gingival tissue 
was then sterilized and a control culture taken. With aseptic precaution, 
a window was cut into the bone with a sterile surgical bur. When the root 
apex was exposed, cultures were taken in media suitable for cultivation of 
aerobes and anaerobes. 

The bacteriological findings were then correlated with the roentgeno- 
logic findings. 

Some of the more significant data are as follows: 

(1) Growth was obtained in 43% of clinically normal teeth; 38% of 
carious teeth; 50% of teeth with restorations; 68% of teeth with exposed 
pulps; and, 12% % of teeth with root fillings. 

(2) Growth was obtained in 30% Zo of teeth not having a radiolucent area; 
in 76% of teeth having a small radiolucent area; and, in 60% of teeth 
having a large radiolucent area. 

(3) Of those teeth showing growth, streptococci were recovered in 89% 
of cases, and of this number 61% were of the viridans type. 

(4) The highest percentage of pure cultures was obtained from teeth with 
no periapical roentgenolo ical change. The percentage of mixed cultures 
increased with the size af the radiolucent area. It is interesting to note 
that while pure cultures were obtained in 65% of normal teeth, pure cultures 
were also obtained in 88% of teeth with ant canal fillings, where growth 
was present. 


Effects of Dissimilar Metals in Tooth Fillings 


The Journal of the American Medical Association (108:996, Mar. 20, 
1937) recently published the following interesting query and reply: 
To the Editor: 


A source of endless inquiry by patients concerns effects of dissimilar 
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metals in teeth. To me it seems mostly nonsense. Please give the public 
and me a chance to meet this kind of stuff authentically. Please omit name. 
D., Louisiana. 

Answer: It has long been suspected that dissimilar metals in the mouth 
in the presence of an electrolyte such as saliva result in the generation of 
small decide currents, which probably constitute a source of irritation to the 
oral mucous membranes. Recent observations, both clinical and experi- 
mental, tend to confirm this view. It has been noted that localized patches 
of leukoplakia have formed exactly opposite two teeth containing fillings of 
dissimilar metals. Actual changes in electrical potential has also been 
observed in such patients by fine measurements. Clinical and experimental 
evidence, therefore, combine to cast suspicion on the presence of dissimilar 
metals in the mouth in relation to oral cancer. If further studies prove this to 
be correct, it will be established that this is only one more form of irrita- 
tion. Much more research will be required to confirm these observations 
and to determine the precise role of this factor in the genesis of pre- 
cancerous and cancerous lesions of the mouth. (\talics not in original.) 


The New Discovery of Three Skulls of Sinanthropus Pekinensis 


The role the dental structures play in the identification of ancient man 
is again brought out in the following excerpts from a special article in 
Science (85:316-317, Mar. 26, 1937) by Franz Weidenrich, of the Peiping 
Union Medical College and Cenozoic Reena Laboratory. ‘Following 
the recovery of several fragments of a very small adult of Sinanthropus 

. in the latter part of our spring field season at Choukoutien, we had the 
good fortune during the fall season of this year to unearth three additional 
more or less well-preserved skulls . . . Parts of the face are preserved in all 
three skulls . . . In Skull Il were found the frontal process of the maxilla, 
the lower border of the orbit, the cheek-bone and fragments of the alveolar 
process of the upper jaw with palate and ten teeth in situ (premolars and 
molars) . . . Belonging to Skull | are several teeth only. 

“| had previously arrived at the conclusion that the large teeth may 
belong to male individuals and the small to female individuals. This 
assumption has been confirmed by the fact that the large type of teeth was 
found to pertain to the bigger skull and the small type of teeth to the 
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small skull. Thus it seems quite certain that the latter represents the skull 
of a female individual and the former that of a male individual.” 

The author also goes on to say: “The occurrence of so-called ‘torus 
mandibularis’ on the inner side of the mandible of some of the Sinan- 
thropus jaws as well as on those of recent Mongols, especially Eskimos 
and Lapps, and furthermore the occurrence of shovel-shaped medial and 
lateral upper incisors in Sinanthropus, as also in modern Mongols, 
indicate some direct relationship between Peking Man and the Mongol 
group of recent mankind.” 


The Effect of Silver Nitrate in the Prevention of Dental Caries 


A study of the resistance of enamel to the action of weak organic 
acids following treatment of the enamel with silver nitrate, was recentl 
reported by T. J. Hill and F. A. Arnold in the Journal of Dental end 
(16:23-28, Feb. 1937). The practical significance of this study is apparent. 
The authors found enamel more resistant to the action of weak organic 
acids after treatment with silver nitrate. They believe this protective effect 
is due to combination of the silver with soluble inorganic material in the 
enamel which forms a compound not readily soluble in weak organic acids.
